Asst. Surg. Leake reports: During the week ended November 2 
no case of poliomyelitis was reported at Buffalo, the last case hav- 
ing been reported October 24 with onset October 22. It would 
thus appear that the epidemic has ceased, although occasional cases 
may be expected from time to time. 

There have been investigated in Buffalo 288 cases of poliomyelitis 
occurring this year, of which 34 have been fatal — giving a case 
fatality rate of approximately 12 per cent.
